to  arrange  large  aodal  gatherings. 
I  partieutauiy  dances,  at  the  present 
I  time. 

"It  is  urgent  that  any  adult  with 
even  a  su.spiclon  of

ufg:»nt  that  parents  keeping  chil- 
dren away  from  school  because  of

.  Not  so  long  ago  the  parents  of  a 
difficult  cluld  were  puled  for  having 
a  child  who  was  sonuhow  "  borii 
bad,"  unlike  other  children,  and, 
therefore,  bound  to  come  to  no  good. 
As  eveqrone  expected  the  wont  from 
a  problimi  child,  they  tisually  got -it- 
No  one  considered  that  a  cliild  sul- 
fering  the  displeasure  of  its  par- 
enus.  iJie  contempt  of  Its  brothers 
and  sisters,  and  the  censye  of  the 
neli^ibortMod,  waa  in  a  moot  iw- 
natural  and  unhappy -condition  cer- 
tain to  driv»  it  from  bad  to  worse. 

The  Children's  Aid  realizes  that 
the  "bad  '  child  Is  often  tlie  result 
of  lack  of  understanding  and  works 
in  oo-operatkm  with  the  parents  to 
discover  the  causes  of  the  troiible 
and  the  lir  '  u:i\  <.f  11  iiio\  :!ip  them.

Pknny  was  a  problem  child.  She 

had  been  adopted  in  babyhood, 
nothing  Wis  known  of  her  real  par- 
entage b<^yond  a  report  that  her 
mother  had  conunltted  suicide. 
Fenny  s  adopted  parento  were  hard- 
working, self-respecting  people  whose 
children  were  all  sons  and  who  had 
wanted  a  litUc  girl  badly  enough  to 
adopt  one.  Perhaps  some  of  the 
irouWe  which  developed  waa  due  to 
their  lack  of  ejtperience  la  dealing 
with  a  daughter:  at  all  events,  when 
Fanny  was  seven  years  old  her 
adopted  parentj  came  to  Uie  Chil- 
dren's Aid  and  admitted  they  could 
no  longer  look  after  her.  She 
caused  friction  between  the  mem- 
ben  of  the  family— antagonized 
nelghbors^-created  disturbances  ui 
school.  They  cunfcs-sed  that  .she 
wa.s  quite  beyond  their  control,  and 
that  though  they  knew  they  were 
legally  responsible  for  her  their 
home  would  be  broken  up  if  she  re- 
mained in  it

Sot  leiy  p<'rsiia(lt>(l   Fiinny  .s  parent.'; 

to  bring  her  to  the  child  guidance 
clinic,  where  it  was  found  that, 

though  she  had  some  slight  phvaical 
defects,  mentally  Panny  was  a  nor- 
mally bright  little  Kirl.  Her  be- 
havior wa.s  attributed  to  a  general 
misunderstanding,  hard  to  define, 
but  obvioudy  present,  between  her- 
self and  her  adopted  parents;  and 
it  was  advised  that  Faniu  .should 
Lx'  l»iaced  for  a  time  in  a  carefully- 
chosen  home  where  her  misde- 
meanors would  not  be  given  too 
much  notice:  for  it  was  felt  that 
many  of  !if>r  mifoitunate  h.ibits  had 
been  ui'vrlop.d  tx-cause  she  was  con- 
.scious  of  beiiiK  an  outsider  In  her 
own  home,  and  chose-  this  means  of 
drawing  attention  to  herself. 

NHOMED  IMpROTBMBNT 

Panny  was  placed  in  a  family  con- 
taining chUdren  slightly  older  than 

herself,  and  a  Children's  Aid  Society 
supervisor  kept  in  touch  with  the 
fost/-r-nioih<'r  to  di.s<  us.s  any  diffi- 
culties as  they  arose.  At  first  all 
went  well,  ftany.  being  of  a  friend- 
ly disposition,  soon  established  her- 
self In  the  affections  of  the  family. 
After  a  time  her  old  haiji's  tw^an 
to  reappear;  but  slie  had  learned  to 
value  the  good  opinion  of  her  new 
friends,  and  found  she  could  not 
keep  It  If  she  misbehaved. 

To  be  Kreedy  at  table  lost  Its  zest 
when  she  .aw  1k>w  It  contrasted  with 
the  III  uiM' rs  of  the  others:  her  de- 
sire to  be  "boas"  of  all  their  actlvi- 
Ues  dlsappeand  aa  she  Icamed  the 
principle  of  teamwork.

WASTAGE  or  MONEY 


There  is  one  phase  of  parliamentary  life,  both 
in  Federal  and  Provincial  L'^islature.s.  in  whlrh 
a  considerable  saving  of  uioney  could  be  effected, 
and  that  la  •  reduction  In  the  number  of  quea- 
tlons  ask^d  when  legislative  bodle.i  are  in  se.ssion. 
During  the  present  session  at  Ottawa  the  Prime 
Minister  haa  aaked  the  Membera  of  tho  Honae  of 
Common.s  to  be  more  considerate  of  the  public 
treasury  in  this  respect.  Many  questions  call  for 
cooaldenMe  Teaaareh  of  fllee  and  records,  am 

much  time  Is  exhausted  In  the  proces.s,  while 
Lther  work  has  to  be  shelved.  Many  questions 
are  derlaed  almply  to  satisfy  Idle  ewrloalty,  or 
wlth^he  Intention  of  embarrassing  the  political 
party  in  power.  There  are  few  cases  of  questions 
where  the  Inquirer  could  not  satisfy  himself  by 
h\r.  (iwii  htudy  of  public  accounts  and  blue  books. 

In  the  suggestion  that  fewer  questions  should 
be  aslted,  no  desire  exlsto  to  restrict  parliamen- 
I  1  !  i\  iie«e.5.  One  of  those  prlrlleges  Ls  to  waste 
time  and  money  by  such  a  process  as  asking  in- 
numerable questions.  In  the  British  Parliament 
the  Speaker  pa.sses  on  questions  asked  and  on  the 
need  of  their  being  answered.  Obviously  a  safe- 
guard of  the  same  kind  is  needed  at  Ottawa,  be- 
cause, as  the  Prime  Minister  pointed  out,  one 
question  asked  would  involve  a  search  of  offlclal 
documents  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the 
other,  and  perhaps  the  task  would  oeeupy  aereral 
years  Why  should  public  money  be  waatad  in 
this  way?   ■
